SEATTLE, Oct. 12.—A warrant charging second degree perjury was issued 
today against George Hewitt, Justice Department faithful in the frame-up of la- 
bor and other progressive leaders throughout the country. Officials said extradi- 


tion papers to bring Hewitt here for trial 
will be forwarded to New York. 


The warrant was issued in connection 
with Hewitt’s testimony before the Can- 
well Committee, Washington State version 
of the Un-American Committee, which in- 


vestigated so-called Communist activities 
at the University of Washington, Hewitt, 
who has taken the stand for the Depart- 
ment of Justice in a dozen cases, testified 
that Dr., Melvin R. Rader, University of 
Washington professor, was one of 70 
teachers who attended a school conducted 
by the Communist Party in the summer 
of 1938 or 1939. 

King County prosecutor Lloyd Shorett 


said Rader's attorneys had submitted 
proof that Rader was not in New York 
City, where the school was conducted, dur- 
ing either period. 

Shorett asked Sheriff Harlan S. Cal- 
lahan to advise New York City authorities 
that the warrant had been issued and that 
extradition papers for Hewitt will be for- 
warded.

Franco sent to Paris a large group 
of professional diplomats, finan- 
ciers and officials to lobby for him 
during the General Assembly. Each 
of these “observers” was assigned a 
definite mission in a specialized 
field. 

Among such tasks was sounding 
American big business representa- 
tives and technical advisors of the 
U. S. delegation as to the exact 
Washington and Wall Street pre- 
requisites before the long promised 
but still ungranted “private” dollar 
credits can be obtained.

Gerson Scores 
Trial of ‘12’ 
As Illegal 


The forthcoming trial of the 12 
indicted Communist leaders is not 
a legal progess but a political 
frame-up, “comparable to the Drey- 
fus, Mooney and Reichstag fire 
conspiracies,” it was charged last 
night by Simon W. Gerson, Com- 
munist and American Labor Party 
candidate for City Council from 
Brooklyn. Gerson spoke in the 
eighth of a series of election broad- 
casts over WMCA,

JERUSALEM, Oct. 12 (UP).—The 
people of Jewish-held Jerusalem 
frolicked in the streets like school 
children today as the first rain of 
winter ended 30 weeks of drought.

from the weather. 

The rain played no favorites, 
drenching the happy people of Jeru- 
salem and the miserable Arab exiles 
alike. 

The torrents that fell on the Holy 
City and the surrounding Judean 
hills brought an end two weeks 
earlier than expected to the dry 
season which began in mid-March. 

As the first drops fell, people here 
came out of their houses to revel, 
paying no heed to soaked clothes 
and wet feet. Politics and even 
the Arab threat were forgotten in

The Madrid-London-Washington 
axis had hoped the Spanish ques- 
tion would not be raised to the 
United Nations Assembly until some 
measure of agreements was reached 
on a compromise formula. But the 
Polish delegation’s demand that the 
‘December, 1946 declaration of hos- 
tility towards Franco be reaffirmed 
and implemented has led the Ma- 
drid dictator’s foreign advisers to 
seek a formal procedure which 
might be interpreted as partly satis- 
fying the conditions laid down by 
the General Assembly for “the 
democratization” of Spain before 
its acceptance into the community 
of civilized nations. 

I have the most reliable informa- 
tion, supported by evidence, that 
this maneuvering has been the sub- 
ject of high level consultations for 
several weeks past. 

Franco sent to Paris a large group 
of professional diplomats, finan- 
ciers and officials to lobby for him 
during the General Assembly. Each 
of these “observers” was assigned a 
definite mission. in a specialized 
field. : 

Among such tasks was sounding 
American big business representa- 
tives and technical advisors of the 
U. S. delegation as to the exact 
Washington and Wall Street pre- 
requisites before the long promised 
but still ungranted “private” dollar 
eredits can be obtained. 

Despite Peron’s help in pesos and 
goods from Argentine, the present 
Spanish economic crisis has reached 
a desperate pitch. Urgent large- 
scale American help is deemed in- 
dispensable if a “catastrophe” is to 
be avoided.

rogant obstinacy is weakening. Even 
profiteers of the regime are now 
convinced that some concessions 
must be made on appearances in 
order to retain the essentials. 


Prieto, on his side, has now gone 
a long way in concessions to both 
Franco and the Monarchists. He has 
withdrawn some of his earlier mild 
conditions such as a free plebiscite 
for or against a Republic. He has 
also yielded on the point where 
Franco and Don Juan agree: that 
the basic features of the fascist re- 
gime in Spain be maintained “to 
keep social order and prevent civil 
war flaring up anew,” and that the 
facade be altered as an appease- 
ment to world opinion. 


I learn from a Monarchist source 
that this crucial point was discussed 
last week at St. Juan de Luz (a 
French Basque resort near the 
Spanish frontier) when Prieto met 
Ramon Serrano Suner, Franco’s no- 
torious pro-Hitlerite brother-in-law. 


I am also assured that Monarch- 
ists and Franqueists agreed to pre- 
tend to believe that Prieto really 
carried the major weight of Spanish 
workers’ opinion inside and outside 
Spain although they knew better. 

One Monarchist cynically told me: 
“We have no Illusions as to what 
Prieto really represents. But his co- 
operation is essential in carrying 
0 the Anglo-Americanization.

R. RUTH FULTON BENEDICT, America’s foremost 
woman anthropologist, died last week at the age of 
61. She was one of those who contributed most to the 


stronger alliance among the vari- 
ous branches of social science, 
anthropology, sociology and psy- 
chology. With others like the late 
dean of anthropologists, Franz 
Boas, she opened 
new frontiers by 
applying the 
findings of her 
science to the 
fundamental 
problems of our 
day. 
Aclearly 
worded resolu- 
tion passed in 
December, 1938, by the American 
Anthropological Association, stated 
that the “prime requisites of 
science are the honest and un- 
biased search for truth and the 
freedom to proclaim such truth 
when discovered and known.” 


Every lecture and book that 
Dr. Benedict wrote was based on 
scientific truths and exposed the 
concepts of “superior races.” Her 
classic work, Race, Science and 
Politics (1940), presented a popu- 
lar account of what scientists have 
learned about race; a merciless 
criticism of racism; and a brilliant 
analysis and refutation of the 
theories put forward by rac‘al 
propagandists. 


THIS. GREAT WOMAN scien- 


tist was convinced on the basis 
of her studies that the Declara- 
tion of Independence was correct 
in calling for the equality of all 
people despite their race, color or 
creed, Six of her ancestors had 
fought in the American Revolu- 
tion for such a goal. Hre great- 
great-grandfather had to flee from 
Nova Scotia because he had pro- 
posed a toast to George Washing- 
ton at a public banquet. 

It troubled her that America 
had drawn a color line and dis- 
criminated against religious and 
foreign-language groups. She 
wanted to find out if the scientific 
record justified racial superiority 
on the basis of physical anthro- 
pology, history, psychology and 
sociology.

A REAL political and social con- 
tribution came from Dr. Bene- 
dict’s remarkable surgical opera- 
tion on the diseased and festering 
sores of anti-Negro propaganda. 
She doted that the Japanese war- 
lords tried to unite under their 
leadership the colored races of 
the world in a vindicitive war 
against the whites. 

This great anthropologist did 
not deny racial differences. But 
she told her audiences constantly 
that this had nothing to do with 
superior mental powers. Modern 
science had exposed the fallacy of 
blood differences, noting that 
there were only four main types— 
and these existed amongst all 
peoples. The famed bloodbank 
exists because blood plasma is 
used to restore any man of any 
color who has been wounded in 
battle, or in need of emergency 
treatment. 

She reawakened interest in the 
fallacy about intelligence differ- 
ences amongst “races.” All scien- 
tific work in this field shows that 
it is educational opportunities, 
and not skin color that deter- 
mines one’s grade in intelligence | 
tests.

DR. BENEDICT was not con- 
tent to study the scientific opin- . 
ions of others and translate them | 
into popular language. She made 
constant field trips among the 
Pueblo, Mission, Apache and 
Blackfeet Indian tribes. Her 
written work includes Patterns of 
Culture, Tales of the Cochiti In- 
dians and Zuni Mytholegy. More 
recently her Chrysanthemum and 
the Sword was published as a 
result of her government assign- 
ment to make an anthropological 
study of Japan. 

This tall, grey-haired, soft- 
spoken woman scientist will be 
missing from the ranks of fight- 
ing progressives. But she left 
us a real legacy. She has put into 
her debt all those who wish hon- 
estly to come to grips with racial 
prejudice, whether in Negro, 
Semitic, Nordic, Oriental or 100 
percent American guise. 

Dr. Benedict unearthed the 
scientific facts.

That Prudential Wants 


HE LATEST COMPANY to go trigger- 
happy with the Taft-Hartley Law is 
the Prudential Insurance Co. whose 14,- 


000 agents have been under contract with 


the United Office and Professional Work- 
ers since pre-war days. The company flatly told 
officers of the UOPW that it will not deal with 
a union whose officers want to “overthrow the gov- 
ernment by force and violence,” and “sabotage 
American imstitutions and business.” Prudential, 
thereupon, gave a broad hint in a letter to its agents 
that an AFL outfit which some- 
how dropped down from the clear 
sky, is its choice for collective 
bargaining. 

Most of our readers, I am sure, 
are sufficiently hard-boiled on 
such matters to expect such a 
stand from a company like Pru- 
dential, But it is also well known 
that a company doesn’t invoke 
ridiculus excuses for a breakoff 
of collective bargaining relations, 
unless it received some worthwhile encouragemen?® 
to risk the move.

THE BIG FACTOR that all companies are count- 
ing upon these days is trade union “cannibalism,” 
as the New Republic calls it. Whether the company 
actually shopped around for cannibals to get after 
the UOPWA or whetherthe cannibals themselves 
stood in line to interview its labor relations director, 
is not important. It is sufficient that cannibal No. 1 
which turned up to serve the company is the United 


Paper Workers, of which CIO Organization Director 


Alan S. Haywood is honorary president and actual 
boss. This outfit suddenly discovered that insurance 
agents (of all people) are flocking into its ranks, 
and want to be represented by it. A campaign was 
begun designed to pressure the UOPWA either to 
sign Taft-Hartley affidavits, as the company de- 
mands, or lose the Prudential agents and ulti- 
mately all 30,000 agents now in the union. 

Cannibal unionism isn’t new any more. Every 
decent union in the country today must figure on 
facing both the boss and cannibals. But it is 
amazing that union leaders of the progressive 
UOPWA, like president James Durkin and vice- 
president Leon W. Berney, should naively believe 
the company’s claim that only the signing of an- 
davits was in the way of rénewal of the contract.

Durkin and Berney also informed the 
members of an agreement they “personally” entered 
into with officials of the Paper Workers and Hay- 
wood, to sign affidavits as a condition for the latter’s 
withdrawal from the field. But what did they dis- 
cover upon “sounding out” the company? Durkin 
writes: “The company refused to make any com- 
mitments on pay or working conditions, and made 
a pitch for a company union, by demanding that the 
union abandon grievance activities, stop interfering 
with educational programs’ and production drives 
by the company and eliminate union leaders at any 
level from top to bottom of our union who carried 
on militant, aggressive activity.”

THAT'S THE PITCH—company unionism. That 
is the full implication of aft-Hartley affidavits and 
the company expects you to understand this when 
you sign. By even suggesting that they might sign 
affidavits, Durkin and Berney indicated to the com- 
pany that they may yield and submit. What would 
you expect from a corporation under such circum- 
stances, but to open up full blast upon the union? 
Their attitude obviously encouraged the company 
to feel that the union could be gotten rid of alto- 
gether. In fact, having used the CIO cannibal paper 
union for its purpose, the company ditched that 
outfit, too, and is rooting for the AFL. 

But one factor that hadn’t been taken into account 
is the democratic rank and file character of the 
DOPWA. In this union the officers could bring in

I IS QUESTIONABLE if any socialist

ader has ever made as courageous and 
honest exposure of errérs of socialist pol- 
icy as did secretary Joseph Cyrankie- 


“wicz in his address to the recent session of 
the Polish Socialist Party’s supreme council. The 
session made a clean sweep of past mistakes and 
unhealthy traditions. 


“We attempted to bring to the bar of revolu- 
tionary socialism on Marxist-Leninist foundations a 
mass Socialist Party, burdened with all the ballast 
of reformism, opportunism, non-Marxist ideology 
and traditions, with a strong nationalist and anti- 
Soviet complex—and, what is more, a party eaten 
away from within by fascists who had penetrated 
its ranks,” declared Cyrankiewicz, 


He revealed that what he called the “Right 
partisans” virtually formed a “political under- 
ground,” and “plagued the revolutionary Socialist 
movement at every turn.” 


After analyzing the party’s mistakes, based on 
the idea that there was a “peaceful path” to social- 
ism, without any intensification of class struggle, 
Cyrankiewicz declared that the removal of the 
right-wing “underground” and the gaining of clarity 
in the party was more important now than ever, 
on the eve of unification of the workers’ parties. 
He saw the roots of the Polish Socialist Party's 
mistakes in the party’s past—in a party which, he 
said, was bred by Pilsudski and was permeated with 
Pilsudskiism, in a party out of which grew mili- 
tarism and prewar fascism and that politically 
warped creature; the WRN terrorist organization. 


. * 


CYRANKIEWICZ then traced how the Right 
Socialists had after the war hindered the people’s 
state on its road to socialism, by fostering in the 
trade unions the attitude held by workers before 
the war to prewar managements, instead of devel- 
oping a consciousness of the new relationship in 
the people’s state: by trying to turn the healthy 
patriotism of the youth into hostility to the Polish 
Workers Party and the Soviet Union; by glorifying 
the bourgeois parliamentary institutions through 
which prewar fascism came to power in Poland and 
which the people’s state left behind; and by trying 
to ally the cooperatives with private enterprise in 
opposition to the peopie’s state. 

Cyrankiewicz added that “if an understanding of 
the foundations of a people’s democracy has per- 
meated the PPS Party, it is largely thanks to closer 
cooperation with the PPR (Polish Workers Party).” 


CYRANKIEWICZ reminded the Supreme Coun- 
ell that “it was the blood and toil of the Soviet 
soldier that liberated Poland from the Hitlerian yoke. 
‘The Soviet Union not only gave Poland her inde- 
pendence, but passed the western lands of the Oder- 
Neisse Baltic from the hands of Red Army to 
Polish hands. From the time of Potsdam Con- 
ference, the Warsaw Conference, and today, % is 


the Soviet Union which stands for Poland’s right to 


these territories.”

warned that the same nationalism must be fought 
wherever it appears in Poland. 

“Socialism is essentially an international move- 
ment, and if it is cut away from the creative centers 
of international experience, especially of the Bol- 
shevik Party, then it must perish, since it is no 


longer @ revolutionary Marxist movement. It is 
only the imperialists who réjoice,” he added, “at 
the so-called ‘national communism’ of Tito being 
matched against the international communism ot 
Moscow.” | 


“THERE IS A POLISH road to socialism,” 
Cyrankiewicz said. “This Polish road is different 
from the Soviet road because the victory of the 
Soviet revolution enables Poland to march to social- 
ism through the people’s democracy stage, not 
isolated, but surrounded by friends and thus spared 
much bitter sacrififice and toil. 

“But precisely like the Soviet road, the Polish 
road—and the Czech, Hungarian and Bulgarian 
roads—is the revolutionary road through class 
struggle —— elimination of capitalist elements, with 
the difference that the Polish—and Czech, Bul- 
garian and Hungarian—can make full use of the 
fich experience of the Bolshevik Party and the con- 


crete help and cooperation of the Soviet Union.” 


To appreciate the effect of Cyrankiewicz’s speech 
and the strides made by the PPS since the libera- 
tion, one should appreciate that many individuals 
at whom his attack was aimed still sat on the 
supreme council itself. Some were honest but Iim- 
ited trade unionists who had never learned to see 
further than their trade union noses in the pre-war 
society, where the management was the class enemy. 

Some were not so honest opportunists, who - 
jumped so often from one bandwagon to another 
that idelogical problems have become to them a 


Some were even of the “right partisan under. 
ground,” responsible for the passive resistance which 
Cyrankiewicz exposed. 

It is also necessary to understand that in the

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—District 
Court Judge James W. Morris today 
Was urged to declare Immigration 
Service deportation hearings against

Several months earlier, Judge T. 
Allan Goldsborough ruled that Im- 
migration Service deportation hear- 
ings must follow rules of procedure 
established by the Administrative 
Procedures Act. . 

He ordered new hearings for five 
former Ellis Island hunger strikers. 

Since Goldsborough’s ruling, the 
Immigration Service has refused to 
follow the Procedures Act, contend- 
ing that the law doesn’t apply to 
them. 

Joseph Forer, attorney for Miss 
Jones, told Judge Morris today that 
the act must apply for human rights 
as well as property rights. He said 
the Immigration Service has “the 
reputation of being the most unfair 
agency in the government” and 
must be forced to uphold the law. 


Overflow Rally

CLEVELAND, Oct. 12—An over- 
flow crowd occupied every seat, and 
the hallways and space on the floor 
below, at Carpenters’ Hall to giving

THE LIE BEGINS by giving it- 
self the air of documentary truth. 
Walk a Crooked Mile was shot 
against real backgrounds, and 
there reality ends. By using a 
narrator in the beginning, a sort 
of March of Time style, the film 
attempts to create the impression 
that it is based on actual events. 

The plot has a young FBI agent 
murdered by a bearded “commu- 
nist.” The hero, another FBI 
agent, suspects it has something 


to do with atom bomb secrets. 


Enter another “communist.” They 
follow him, but he is found mur- 
dered by still more “communists.” 
Enter a Scotland Yard agent. He 
tells them that secret formulas 
are going abroad hidden on paint- 
ings done by still another “com- 
munist.” The problem: which 
scientist at the atom bomb plant 
smuggles the formulas to the out- 
side? In typical whodunit fashion 
suspicion points first toward an 
Austrian scientist.

IT WOULD BE EASY to put the 
blast. on Walk a Crooked Mile 
and take it apart simply as bad 
movie 
critics will undoubtedly do that. 
It’s cheap and shoddy B-type 
melodrama that tries to cover up 
its technical dishonesty by wrap- 
ping itself in a “semi-documen- 
tary” package. But the technique 
of this film, the direction, per- 
formances, camera work, is not 
very important. Walk a Crooked 
Mile is no more concerned with 
the art of film than any state- 
ment of the Thomas Un-Ameri- 
can Committee is concerned with 
literature. 

Walk a Crooked Mile is not film 
art, or even entertainment, and 
can lay no claim to being judged 
as such. It is part of the lie 
machinery used by reaction to 
take the American people down 
the road to fascism, and this is 
the way it must be judged. 

Political innocents may say that 
the purpose and effect of the 
film is not as sinister as I claim 
it to be. They may argue it is 
a patriotic, although irresponsible, 
attempt at warning of enemies 
within. To them I can only point 
out that patriotism is an ancient 
subterfuge, and that no fascist 
propaganda yet has ever an- 
nounced its- real purpose of op- 
pression at home, and war and 
enslavement abroad. And to 
them I point out, too, that the 
full English translation of the 
name of Hitler’s party reads:

The Labor Leader as 
A Professor Sees Him 


By David Carpenter 
The New Men of Power, Dr. 
C. Wright Mills, who teaches 
sociology at Columbia University, 
reduces the opinion poll to the 
absolute in absurdity. Dr. Mills 
has decided that the best way to 
give his readers a true picture of 
the people who lead the trade 
uniohs «is by piecing together a

Leader from a poll he conducted. 

It may be possible to determine 
how various segménts of the pop- 
ulation are going to vote, based 
on sampling of a percentage of 
the groups, and with periodic 
checks, It may even be possible to 
get a notion, through one of these 
polls, as to the opinions of the 
people particularly if one is cau- 
tious enough to make it clear that 
a certain percentage refused to 
express any opinion at all. 

But when Dr. Mills claims to 
have arrived at a portrait of the 
leaders of the trade union move- 
ment through answers to a qués- 
“tionnaire which he sent to heads 
of unions in the American Federa- 
tion of Labor and the Congress of 
Industrial Organizations, he has 
gone far afield. 


| the first place, 'the leaders 

were not polled in person. Dr. 
Mills mailed a questionnaire to 
1026 national presidents and sec- 
retaries of unions, presidents and 
secretaries of state bodies, and 
presidents of city bodies. In re- 
turn, he finally got 410 replies. 
Based on this, Dr. Mills claims he 
can show us the background and 
the opinions of labor leaders. And 
based on this he also seeks to in- 
terpret the trends in the labor 
movement. 


The weaknesses of such a poll. 


are manifold. It is not a sampling. 
It is a direct poll of a certain 
number of people. And the ma- 
jority of those questioned refused 
to answer. Therefore, the picture 
Dr. Mills gives us is only of a 
minority, and he must make it 
clear, which he does not, that the 
majority of trade union leaders he 
questioned either had no opinions 
on his questions or wished to hide 
their opinions. 
0 = * 
MLS further does not 
tell us the relative impor- 
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tance in power, membership, etc., 
of the 40 percent who replied to 
his questionnaire, as compared 
with those who did not answer. 
More numbers of replies cannot 
give a true picture of the opinion 
of trade union leaders. 

Kane by polling only national 
p ents and secretaries, in 
many cases, Dr. Mills did not get 
a correct view of opinions within 
those unions. For example, let us 
take the AFL Teamsters Union. 
If Dan Tobin, presiednt of that 
union, largest in the AFL, had an- 
swered, his opinions might have 


had slightly to-the-left-of-center 


direction. But Dave Beck, a vice- 
president of the same union, who 
now wields more power than To- 
bin, and who is racketeer-backer 
of Dewey, was not polled. 


R. MILLS’ method can only 


give a false picture of the 
conflicts and pressures from all 
sides that moki the opinions of 
the leaders. And it gives an al- 
together disproportionate weight 
to the role of these leaders. 

Dr. Mills’ absurdity in his statis- 
tics can be only matched by his 
venom in attacking the Commu- 
nists in the trade unions. If the 
Congressional slanderers and the 
U. S. Chamber of Commerce did 
not use his material in their red- 


baiting campaign against the 


trade unions, there is certainly a 


strange coincidence of the meeting 
of their minds. Among other 


things Dr. Mills declares is that 
the Trotzkyites are the best fight- 
ers against the Communists. He 
puts forward the lie that em- 
ployers are conspiring with Com- 
munists in the trade unions to 
keep them in power. And he even 
descends to accusing the Soviet 
Union of putting the heat on the 
fur bosses to make them deal with 
the Communist-led fur union.

BEALL IS AN OLD HAND at 
the game of scientific red-baiting, 
and he is a much smoothe? ar- 
ticle than the lumbering and 
rather obvious Earl Godwin. 
Beall’s delivery is calm, well-mod- 


ulated. He holds his self-right- 
eousness in check. He attempts 
to present himself at the “stud- 
ent,” the “scholar,” bolstering 
these claims by reference to mys- 
terious (and thoroughly phony) 
“quotations” from Marx and Lenin 
to the effect that “the ends justi- 
fy the means.” (Those who are 
comfortable with the fraud of in- 
vented or distorted quotations to 
gain their end of spreading an 
anti-Marxist bias, are always the 


lieving that the ends justify the 
means). 


BEALL’S SATURDAY disserta- 
tion was on the atom-bomb. The 
key to his talk was a complete 
misinterpretation of the letter 
and the spirit of the Baruch A- 
bomb plan. According to Beall, 
this plan is one whereby the Ad- 
ministration gives up its monopoly 
in return for international control, 
which will make future collective 
security possible. General Mar- 
shall becomes Peter Pan among 
the A-bombs!

Moving to head off the inroads made by the rival Tour- 
nament of Champions, 20th Century Sporting Club’s Mike 
Jacobs yesterday pushed publicity man Harry Markson into 


Sol Strauss’ shoes as Managing Di-

The shift was not unexpected, 
especially sinee Strauss’ last show 
at Yankee Stadium proved as dis- 
mal a flop as the indoor summer 
program at the Garden.
